First Ore Boat Of Season Whistles In At Local Docks 


Washington, April 20 (ZP)— The 
Roosevelt administration included 
loans to public utilities in the new 
spend-and-lend 
recovery program 
today. 
It was not known immediately 
ust which companies would receive 
loans. However, the disclosure that 
loans were in the offing created un­ 
usual Interest because of the long 
and bitter controversy between the 
Roosevelt 
administration 
and 
a 
number of concerns in the utility 
field. 
Work Left Undone 
A White House conference dis­ 
cussed a plan for advances to the 
power companies by 
the 
Recon­ 
struction IMnance Corporation to 
enable them to catch up on many 
millions of dollars worth of Job- 
spreading construction work left 
undone during the depression years. 
Developments of an allied nature 
popped up In half a dozen quarters: 
President Roosevelt, endeavoring 
to get the recovery program started 
quickly, approved five slum clear­ 
ance projects Involving a federal 
expenditure of $40,728,825. 
The senate committee 
on 
the 
cause and extent of unemployment 
reported that the state and federal 
governments had spent $19,300,000,- 
000 for recovery and relief since 
1933, $14,900,000,000 of 
that sum 
coming from the federal govern­ 
ment. It eatd fully 12.M0.OOO were 
out of work and asserted that con 
ditions were too uncertain for plan 
ning a long-range relief program 
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re fe r Dube “Whistles Her In”

(ZP)— China’s defenders of Shan­ 
tung

stood fast under 
heavy pounding of Japanese heavy 
guns today, hoping to force their 
outnumbered attackers into hand- 
to-hand combat. 
Japan's 
second 
central China 
offensive opened with an artillery 
and air bombardment of the Lint 
sector which 
continued 
without 
pause. 
Chinese admitted the situation 
was critical and that defense posi­ 
tions were shattered under 
the 
impact of tons of high explosives, 
but denied 
Japanese 
assertions 
that Lint itself had fallen. 
Japanese 
attacking Lint were 
striving to relieve pressure on the 
Japanese 
garrison 
besieged 
at 
Ylhsien, 
40 miles to the south­ 
west. 
Their 
offensive also was 
pointed at Suchow, 90 miles to the 
southwest, main eastern junction 
city 
on 
the 
Lunghai 
railroad 
which 
runs through the uncon­ 
quered heart of central China. 
Lint Itself, Chinese insisted, re­ 
mained in their hands. They said 
that thus far Japanese had achiev­ 
ed nothing more than a brief en­ 
try through a breach in the city 
walls near the north gate.

wipe out the stain of their defeat 
at Talerchwang, where the earlier 
Shantung offensive was 
stalled. 
Chinese tried to force the invaders

ing the complaints. O ther depart­ 
ments were not affected. 
Union employes of the Boho 
Aluminum and Brass Corp., three 


closed by strikes, were meeting to 
night to consider 
extending 
the 
strike to five other factories of 
the same firm here.

A group of husky football play­ 
ers led the attack on the pickets 
during the noon

‘‘Boss Rule” Scored 
Turning from a blanket indict­ 
ment 
of 
the 
Republican party, 
which 
he 
derided 
as 
“pretty 
much a bankrupt concern,” Mur­ 
phy asserted: 
“Evidence of 
the 
Republican 
party’s insolvency is not hard to 
find. We have an excellent sam­ 
ple 
right 
here 
at home in the 
brand of candidates it is offering 
the citizens of Michigan 
for 
the 
office of governor. 
“Through one of 
them, 
boss 
rule and the spoils system are try­ 
ing to return to the old hunting 
grounds. Another struts through 
the 
state 
making irresponsible 
charges and demanding a labor 
policy that would mean the blood 
of 
American 
workingmen, 
the 
suppression of labor and irrepar­ 
able damage to industry.

Governor Philip F. LaFollette de­ 
clared in a radio address tonight 
that the national 
administration, 
through a carefully

"Are we going to get down to 
business and really 
master 
our 
difficulties or are we going to go 
on tinkering and patching?” he 
asked. 
At the end of nine years of de­ 
pression we have nearly half our 
people back where they were in 
1931. 
“ If present conditions continue 
much longer, the whole country 
will be back where

was

1983. Some people call this a re­ 


cession, but you and I know it is 
the same old 
depression

The address was the second In

of 
four scheduled by 
Governor LaFollette, after which 
he

expected to announce his 
political plans. 
Although Governor LaFollette 
and his brother, Senator Robert 
M. LaFollette, generally have been 
considered supporters of President 
Roosevelt, the governor disclosed 
they had split with the president 
iu 1937 over recovery policies.

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Boosting Air Mail 
MUCH enthusiasm is being aroused 
in 
various Upper Peninsula communities 
over the plans for the observance of Nat­ 
ional Air Mail Week May 15 to 21. 
Four pilots, Including Walter Arntzen 
of Escanaba, have been commissioned to 
make ‘pick-ups’ of air mail on Thursday, 
May 19, at about a dozen airports in the 
Upper Peninsula. An effort is being made 
to stimulate the use of the air mail service 
so that the planes will be carrying good 
loads on 
their 
demonstration 
flights. 
While much of the Interest In the 
plans 
is being generated by enthusiastic stamp 
collectors, the efforts nevertheless 
are 
serving a very useful purpose in educating 
the public concerning the value 
of 
the 
speedier air mail service. 
While the plans for the demonstration 
flights are being made, Sault Ste. Marie 
fortunately is looking forward 
to 
the 
establishment of a permanent air 
mail 
service between the Lock City and Detroit. 
Bids for the contract for this new route 
have been asked already, and the people 
of the eastern end of the Upper Peninsula 
should be getting the benefits of the serv­ 
ice in the near future. 
Marquette, Escanaba and other commu­ 
nities in the Upper Peninsula should be 
somewhat envious of Sault 
Ste. 
Marie. 
There is as much a need for speedier mail 
service in central and western 
portions 
of the Upper Peninsula as there is in the 
eastern part. 
Several years ago, the Fox 
River valley section of northern Wisconsin 
was served by an air mail route out 
of 
Milwaukee, but the service was abandoned 
eventually because of the lack of patron­ 
age. 
If the Fox River valley air mail route 
could be reestablished and extended to in­ 
clude Escanaba, Marquette, 
the Copper 
Country and the 
Menominee 
range, 
it 
would be a fine thing for 
this 
isolated 
Upper Peninsula region. 
The tempo of 
comal unications and business transactions 
has greatly heightened in 
recent 
years, 
and in order to keep in step with 
other 
sections of the country the Upper Penin­ 
sula could make good use of the air mail. 
It probably wouldn’t be a bad idea if 
the air-minded interests of northern Wis­ 
consin and Upper Michigan got together 
soon on a plan to promote the launching 
of the air mail service to serve this 
re 
gion.

The Cost of Living 
A 
SURVEY has just been made as to how 
people in three classes or 
strata 
of 
income spend their money. 
The first, class taken is that of the ex­ 
ecutive who is given an 
income of 
$6,- 
673.65 a year. 
Next comes the class of 
the clerk, bookkeeper or, in 
short, 
the 
white collar worker. 
Here the salary is 
averaged at $2,815.58. 
Third comes the 
wage-earner who is given an average of 
$2,200.97. 
Of course, anyone who knows 
anything at all about American working 
life knows that many and many a greasy- 
over-alled wage-earner makes far 
more 
money than a slick white collar 
employe 
such as a ribbon clerk in a haberdashery 
ir, perhaps, a bank teller, but still aver­ 
ages must be drawn. 
This study seems particularly sensible 
iii that it confines itself to the three major 
essentials of life, whether for the million­ 
aire or the street sweeper— food, raiment, 
and shelter 
All the other places to sink 
money are tossed into one basket labeled 
miscellaneous. 
The 
peanuts, 
popcorn, 
chewing gum. lemon drops, and symphony 
'•oneerts all are to be found in that carry­ 
all. 
In all groups, of course, it is 
assumed 
that there is a family. 
In fact, no house­ 
hold was surveyed where no family was in­ 
volved. 
Families were of different size 
but always families. 
The executive on an 
average spends $915.20 for food, a sum 
equal and more than equal to the entire 
income of a great many families and 
a 
sum greater than the per capita income of 
the American people. 
More food is 
not 
consumed, in fact probably less, but the 
food is of a finer quality, 
much 
more 
Is wasted. 
Then conies clothing. 
The 
executive 
•pends $ 830.02 a year for clothes and it Is 
a fair assumption that almost all of that 
is spent by the women 
of 
the 
family. 
Often the executive who makes no more' 
'hail $ 6,600 a year wears shiny pants and, 
bursted elbows. 
For appearance's sake, the 
executive 
usually lives in a house or has an apart- j 
ment in a good section, and that is hlsj 
big expense. 
He 
pays 
$2,186.11 
for 
(heller, almost one third of his entire in­ 
come. 
This proportion seems all out of 
ballance and suggests that the 
families 
lurveyed were keeping up with the Joneses 
with all their might. 
Another third is to be found in 
the 
miscellaneous category. 
That takes $2.- 
546.08. 
There is to be found the automo­ 
bile, recreation, 
school 
expenses, 
and 
cultural pursuits. 
Next we come to the clerk, the hard­ 
pressed white collar worker who makes an 
tverage of $2,815.58 a year.

Disease Being Curbed 
HILE It is too 
early 
to 
arrive 
at 
definite conclusions, the 
out-in-the- 
open campaign against venereal 
diseases 
that is being waged throughout the coun­ 
try appears to be achieving good results, 
particularly In Michigan. 
The state health department has issued 
a report, showing a decrease In the num­ 
ber of cases of venereal disease. 
This is 
a hopeful sign. 
Michigan’s new marriage 
hygiene law, which requires that couples 
contemplating 
wedlock 
must 
undergo 
physical examinations, is proving valuable 
in detecting disease. 
In addition, the na­ 
tion-wide publicity campaign that has been 
conducted for several months has 
done 
much to change public opinion. 
For many years, venereal diseases were 
in the 
list 
of 
unmentionables. 
Much 
secrecy was wrapped around this 
social 
problem, and as result a wonderful oppor­ 
tunity was given to medical quacks to ply 
their vicious trade. 
Brought out into the 
open and much of the social stigma ban­ 
ished, venereal diseases are now getting 
the more complete and effective attention 
of the medical profession. 
The same re­ 
markable progress that has been made in 
recent years in 
combating 
tuberculosis 
now lies in store for the fight against so- 
ciel diseases.

Conservation Education 
rp H E report of the 20-year 
history

* vocational agriculture study 
in 
the 
Michigan public schools under the provi­ 
sions of the Smith-Hughes Act reveals the 
interesting fact that the 
Escanaba

school has played an important part in this 
program. 
The Escanaba high school was one of 
the 48 schools in the state that installed 
vocational agriculture courses 
in 
their 
curricula when legislation was passed 20 
years ago to provide federal and 
state 
financial aid for this purpose. 
What is equally significant, however, is 
the fact that the Escanaba high 
school 
was the first to teach conservation 
and 
forestry courses as a part of the 
Smith- 
Hughes program. 
The movement for the 
inclusion of conservation study 
in 
the 
vocational agriculture course was started 
in the 
Upper 
Peninsula, 
one 
of 
the 
staunchest proponents of the plan being 
Henry W. Wylie, Smith-Hughes instructor 
in the Escanaba high school. 
In this northern cut-over land region, 
the growing of new trees to replace those 
that were logged off during 
a 
75-year 
lumbering period Is equally as important 
as the growing of potatoes and other farm 
crops. 
It is agriculture of

sort. but agriculture just the same. 
Most 
assuredly, the teaching

Washington, D. C.— There it not a na 
Hon in the world today which does not 
carry on some sort of propaganda and 
within many nations, there are sub-groupe 
of propagandists seeking to influence the 
public mind this way or that. 
But 
seems the honor must go to the Italians 
for the most widespread and the most in 
slstent propaganda. 
Every possible means 
is used from the famous Balbo good-will 
flight to the Chicago World’s Fair 
Borne 
time ago, to a constant stream of printed 
matter and lectures on the radio. 
Propaganda is a word which was not 
very familiar to Americans before 
the 
World War. 
Then the United States took 
a leaf from the books of foreign nations 
and turned to with a will. 
The propa­ 
ganda was almost wholly domestic and for 
the purpose of augmenting war 
enthus- 
siasm among the people. That extraordin­ 
ary corps, the Four Minute Men, was or­ 
ganized to din into the public’s ears from 
every hustings the story of what America 
meant to Americans and why it was im­ 
perative to lend money to the Treasury, 
to raise more food, to build more ships, to 
save more food, and to 
fabricate 
more 
munitions. 
But to the Romans the story is an old 
one. 
Romans have been brought up 
on 
propaganda for generations. 
The Roman 
Catholic Church long has maintained ae 
one of its principal administrative branch­ 
es the College of the Sacred Propaganda, 
and so it come as second nature to Italians 
today to exercise a skilful technique. 
There is at Rome, the Eternal City, a 
radio station known as Station 240, the 
Prato Smeralda, and thence pours forth 
a constant stream of propaganda to much 
of the world, as much as can be covered, 
and that is nearly all because the broad 
casts are on short waves. 
Italy’s position in the world is recogniz­ 
ed by Mussolini and his Fascist organiza­ 
tion to be 
somewhat 
precarious. 
Al­ 
though he has a mighty army and a brand 
new navy these forces have not been tried 
in battle, except in the Ethiopian skirm­ 
ish, which proved more difficult than had 
been expected. 
The best opinion is to the effect that 
Mussolini does not want war, not now at 
any rate. 
He wants to strengthen 
his 
position and get back some of the heavy 
losses sustained in the Ethiopian conquest. 
Meantime, he wants to convince the world 
of two things: the might of Italy and the 
peaceful intentions of Italy. 
Also he Is 
eager to spread the doctrine of fascism 
and tell the world of the 
vast 
benefits 
which accrue under such a regime. 
— VIA THE AIR— 
To accomplish this purpose this huge 
government-controlled radio station 
car­ 
ries on continuous broadcasts in no lese 
than sixteen languages. 
Other European 
nations broadcast iii their own languages 
propaganda for home consumption and, 
occasionally, in other languages for out­ 
side consumption. 
But nowhere is there 
anything 
comparable 
to 
the 
Roman 
broadcasts In sixteen languages. 
These languages are English, 
French* 
Spanish. Portuguese, Italian, Serbian, Ru­ 
manian, Arabic, Hindustani, German, Bul­ 
garian, Greek, Japanese. Hungarian. Scan­ 
dinavian, and Chinese. 
It is probable that 
when the technique is further developed 
other languages will be added. 
It will bft 
noted, however, that the Ethiopian lan­ 
guage is not included in the list. 
Perhaps 
it is felt that the Ethiopians would 
not 
just now be pleased to hear of the bene­ 
fits which have been rained upon them. 
And, anyway, there are not many receiv­ 
ing sets in the ancient empire of the Con­ 
quering Lion of Judah. 
It is true that broadcasts are made for 
what is known as Italian 
East 
Africa 
which, presumably, includes Ethiopia, but 
the news is in Italian and therefore for 
the benefit of the Italian garrisons and 
workers stationed there. 
The Italians have a l w a y s 
been

showmen. 
They have long ranked high 
in music, in drama, and allied arts. 
Even 
the simple Punch and Judy show* was an *

The Capital 
Parade

Washington, April 20.— In an 
exceed* 
ingly influential circle of left-wing 
New 
Dealers, there is tremendous excitement at 
the moment about a brief sentence in the 
new Glass RFC law. 
The left-wingers are 
delightedly convinced that tho RFC's con­ 
servative chairman, Jesse H. Jones, 
and 
Virginia’s even more conservative senator, 
tough old 
Carter 
Glass, 
have 
uncon­ 
sciously authorized the government to go 
into the stock-underwriting business. 
A plan for federal underwriting of In­ 
dustrial stock issues has been prepared by 
Chairman William O. 
Douglas 
of 
the 
Securities and Exchange Commission. 
It 
has been received with hearty detestation 
by Mr. Jones, and would no 
doubt 
give 
Senator Glass apoplexy if It were urged on 
him. 
Yet the left-wing 
maintain 
that 
Senator Glass and Mr. Jones 
have 
al­ 
ready procured congressional 
authoriza­ 
tion for what amounts to 
the 
Douglas 
plan. 
The clame in question authorizes 
the 
RFC to purchase securities “of such sound 
v a lu e ................as reasonably to assure re­ 
tirement or repayment.” 
Mr. Jone’s an­ 
swer to the left wing 
interpretation 
is 
that he wrote the measure extending his 
agency’s powers, that he ought to know 
what It means if anyone does, 
and 
that 
the clause doesn’t mean what the 
left­ 
wingers think. 
He has remarked private­ 
ly: 
“In the first place, there is no author­ 
ization to buy common stock in the bill, 
and, in the second place, the bill concerns 
the RFC, and, if there is an authorization 
to buy common stock, the RFC won’t do 
it anyway.” 
Mr. Jone’s explanation of the clause is 
quite as interesting, however, as the mean­ 
ing which the left-wingers, perhaps rath­ 
er hopefully, attribute to 
it. 
According 
to persons close to Mr. Jones, the clause 
in the bill was phrased so broadly because 
the RFC plans to start a program of loans 
to utilities operating companies. 
This 
idea, long agitated as a part of a utilities 
truce, is warmly favored by many 
who 
hope for business stimulation from utilities 
construction work. 
Hitherto, no 
effort 
has been made to put it into effect, 
but 
now Mr. Jones is preparing to do so. 
THE HAPPY VALLEY 
The truce between the administration 
and the public utilities depends largely on 
the negotiations between 
the 
Tennessee 
Valley Authority and the Commonwealth 
and Southern Company. 
If 
some 
util­ 
itarian modus vivendi can be reached in 
the Tennessee Valley, utilities 
men 
all 
over the country will perk up and breathe 
more easily. 
And now the chances of a settlement In 
the Tennessee Valey have 
improved 
at 
least IOO per cent. 
The negotiations be­ 
tween the TVA and the * Commonwealth 
and Southern concern the purchase by the 
TVA of Commonwealth and 
Southern's 
valley properties. 
Through 
David 
E. 
Lllienthau, the TVA offered, 
when 
the

Recently, a

investment 
banker, personally interested in the utili­ 
ties problem, saw a friend of Mr. 
Lilien- 
thal’s. 
He said that a 
utilities 
truce 
meant much to him, and that a 
settle­ 
ment in the Tennessee valley would usher 
in the truce. 
He asked what the obstacle 
to settlement was. 
After Inquiring of Mr. 
Lilienthal, the friend reported that 
the 
obstacle was Mr. W illkie’s "demand” that 
the TVA purchase the common stock of his 
valley properties. 
The Investment banker hurried to New 
York, called on Mr. Willkie and 
asked 
why he was insisting particularly on 
the* 
purchase of his properties’ common stock. 
Mr. Winkle replied that, while the TVA 
people and the public might believe 
bis 
original suggestion was a demand, 
they 
were completely 
wrong.

that he thought a transfer 
of

stock was the simplest solution 
of

problem, but that he was perfectly 'willing J 
to accept a fair price for the 
Tennessee

Valley properties, however it was offered. 
The auditors have not yet finished their 
task of valuation

again, 
three weeks from now, a chief point 
of

Lecture Feature 
Of Club Program 


A comprehensive and intensely 
interesting survey of the modern 
day was presented by Professor 
William 
D. 
Henderson, 
director 
em eritus of the extension division 
of the University of Michigan, at 
the regular meeting of the Esca­ 
naba 
W oman’s 
club,

afternoon at the Sherman hotel. 
His subject was "The Personality 
of Uncle Sam." 
"The good new days are here 
and we will never go back to the 
good 
old 
days,” 
Dr. 
H enderson 
stated in his Introduction. 
"New 
situations always arise, which m ust 
be met. The tim es at present seem 
out of Joint because, first, taxes are 
too high, but our taxes are only 
one-third of those of England and 
she still keeps going; second, high 
cost of labor; and third, govern­ 
m ent interference, but in the good 
tim es of Calvin Coolidge there were 
two million out of work and when 
we had no interference of govern­ 
m ent in business the tim es were 
as bad off as now; fourth, fear, a 
deadly 
disease; 
and 
fifth, 
low 
morale." 
Dr. Henderson continued with a 
very keen summary of the person­ 
alties of Scandinavians, Germans, 
French and B ritish 
people, 
and 
then drew a splendid word picture 
of the personality of Uncle Sam, 
stating that the democracy of the 
United States is on trial. 
"Uncle Sam is not the sm artest 
man in the world." he said. 
"W e 
m ust adjust some system to the 
wealth of tile United S tates to car­ 
ing for the millions of hungry and 
cold people. 
H e is not the w ittiest 
man in the world. 
He is not the 
m ost thoughtful man in the world, 
and he is not a realist. Uncle Sam 
has initiative, rugged individuality 
and generosity. 
"But we m ust consider both sides 
of the question. 
Capitalism m ust 
work providing we rem em ber th at 
we are dealing with hum an beings.

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Battleships Not Worth 
Their Cost 
Seventeen years ago we led the 
world In battleship 
construction. 
Then came the Washington Dis­ 
armament 
Con 
ference of 1921- 
22 at which the 
leading 
n a v a l 
powers agreed to 
cease 
building 
these huge float- 
i n g 
machine 
shops. 
Probably 
the chief reason 
for that decision 
was the opinion 
of 
many naval 
experts that su­ 
per - battleships 
were too 
large, 
too slow and too 
vulnerable to be 
H. V. Kaltenborn worth what they 
cost. It was generally agreed that 
World War experience 
justified 
serious doubts about the value of 
battleships for either offense or 
defense. 
Yet today the world is again go­ 
ing battleship crazy. The United 
States is leading the new 
race 
Just as it led that of 17 years ago. 
Admiral Leahy made a formal re­ 
quest for 
the 
construction 
of 
three 45,000-ton battleships 
at 
the opening of the United States 
Senate hearing on the naval bill. 
His request followed by 
a 
few 
days the decision 
of 
Britain, 
France and the United States to 
scrap the 35,000-ton limit estab­ 
lished by Article 35 of the 1936 
Naval Treaty. It appears that the 
United States naval experts took 
the lead In seeking 
the elimin­ 
ation of the old limit. They also 
objected to fixing any new limit. 
No Continental power has laid 
down any warship of more 
than 
35,000 tons. 
There was a vague 
newspaper 
story 
relayed 
from 
Italy about a proposed 42,000-ton 
Japanese battleship, but there bas 
been no confirmation of Japan's 
purpose to build any 
vessel 
of 
such Bise. Yet once the naval race 
is launched, rumors 
are 
some­ 
times more important than facts. 
Admiral Leahy may have decided 
on the 45,000-ton battleship Just 
to outbid Japan’s invstic 42,000- 
tonner.

With battleships costing

It 
must be admitted that the super- 
battleship is man's most challeng­ 
ing 
and 
fear-creating 
weapon. 
Mussolini’s 9,000,000 
men 
who 
are to spring to arms overnight— 
in the historic words of the peace- 
minded William Jennings 
Bryan 
no longer frighten us. 
But 
the 
mere mention of a new 
secretly 
designed 
Japanese 
super-dread­ 
nought alarms the 
Pacific 
aud 
helps pass naval bills. 
The battleship is an aggressive 
weapon. It is a unit of offensive 
warfare. It does more to stimulate 
war scares than any other 
kind 
of preparedness. It costs so much 
to build and maintain 
that 
na­ 
tions have to be scared into mak­ 
ing the huge appropriations which 
battleships require. 
The scare is 
provided by picturing in exager­ 
ated terms the actual and 
poten­ 
tial offensive weapons of the rival 
naval power. Thus each country 
builds battleships nominally 
for 
defense, actually for bankruptcy 
and war. 
Yet the battleship 
has 
never 
justified itself in time of 
war. 
Cruisers, not battleships, 
played 
the dominant part on 
the 
high 
seas in the naval events 
of 
the 
World War. While cruisers roam­ 
ed the seven seas, battleships re­ 
mained hidden in 
secret 
ports 
waiting for the call to that 
my­ 
thical decisive sea battle 
which 
never came. For four years 
they 
practically isolated from the con­ 
flict a good deal of 
man 
power 
and a huge capital investment. 
It was the well-justified fear 
of mines and torpedoes that kept 
battleships in port from 1914 to 
1918. If they venture out in 
the 
next war they must also face the 
greater hazard of aerial 
attack.

Personality of Uncle 
Sam” Is Theme Of 
Address 


Dr. William D. Henderson, 
of 
the University of Michigan, 
pre­ 
sented an address, entitled, “The 
Personality of Uncle 
Sam” 
at 
the regular meeting of the Manis­ 
tique Women’s 
Club 
Tuesday 
afternoon at the Elks clubrooms. 
Prior to Dr. Henderson’s 
ad­ 
dress, the club passed a resolu­ 
tion thanking City Manager P. H. 
Beauvais for the address he pre­ 
sented to the club on March 22. 
The resolution further corrobor­ 
ated statements made by the city 
manager to the city council con­ 
cerning his address recently and 
expressed regret that 
the 
city 
manager’s appearance before the 
club was misunderstood and mis­ 
interpreted. 
Two vocal solos were present­ 
ed by Herbert K. Peterson. They 
were “Where Ere You Are” 
by 
Handl; and “The Rose of Trale” 
by Charles Glover. 
Dr. Henderson, in his outline 
of Uncle Sam, 
declared, 
“The 
world is in a serious political, so­ 
cial and economic situation. 
We 
have never recovered from the 
first depression 
and 
what 
is 
called the second depression 
is 
only a relapse of the first. There 
is no new depression. The prob­ 
lem of 
unemployment 
is 
the 
greatest problem today next 
to 
the problem of peace and war.” 
Self Sufficient Nation 
The speaker also declared that 
the present outlook indicates per­ 
manent unemployment, a condi­ 
tion which reflects something 
is 
seriously wrong. 
Dr. Henderson 
also 
declared 
that America is one of the 
few 
self sufficient countries 
in 
the 
world today. Others, he said, are 
Russia, Canada, and Australia. 
“We have more food than 
we 
can eat, more clothes than 
we 
can wear, more coal than we can 
burn. Yet, there are ten million 
out of work. We are facing 
the 
question of communism, fascism 
or democracy. Democracy depends 
upon traditions, ideals 
and 
the 
character and 
personalities 
of 
our people,” he said. 
In describing Uncle Sam, 
the 
speaker explained, 
“Uncle Sam 
is you and I. He is not the smart­ 
est man in the world. Neither is 
he the most Intellectual and 
he 
is not witty at all. He has, how­ 
ever, the greatest 
initiative 
in 
the world and is the most gener­ 
ous.” 
The 
speaker 
concluded 
his 
discussion by declaring that prob­ 
lems that confront the nation to­ 
day cannot be solved by economics 
or by politics. 
“It is the duty of every woman 
in the country to do prayerful and 
careful thinking,” Dr. Henderson 
told his audience.

Pari-Mutuel Betting 
The odds against all horses in 
races run at tracks where machine 
wagering prevails are determined 
by the money bet by the public. 
There are now two distinct forms 
of machine wagering; 
the 
old 
pari-mutuel system, which origin­ 
ated in France, and the totaliza­ 
tor, invented in Australia. Calcu­ 
lation of odds in the former is left 
to humans; in the latter, every­ 
thing is done mechanically. In ar­ 
riving at the payoff on win tick­ 
ets, the method is to take the 
total number of win tickets sold 
on all horses in the race and mul­ 
tiply by *2 to arrive at the total 
pool. Assume that 5,000 win tick­ 
ets were sold which, multiplied by 
$2, means the gross win pool is 
$10,000. 
From 
this deduct the 
track's percentage, which varies in 
different states, but let us assume 
it is IO per cent, meaning $1,000 
which, 
deducted 
from 
$10,000 
gross pool, leave $9,000 for dis­ 
tribution among holders of tickets 
on the winning horse. If only one 
ticket were sold on the winner, 
the holder thereof would get the 
entire $9,000; if two were sold, 
each ticket would pay $4,500. If 
IOO were sold it would 
be $90, 
and so on.

He 
disappointed both in the Flam in­ 
go and 
the

Derby, 
but in both races he seemed slow 
to get away and

In this he does not appear to

It was the same with Bour­ 
bon King last year also. He was 
almost 
invariably in trouble at 
the start, and then had to improve 
himself as he raced along.

Washington, D. C.— Michigan’s 
Representative 
John 
Luecke, 
priming himself for a nation-wide 
radio address on the wages and 
hours question, told the Escanaba 
Press 
today 
that he had been 
“grossly misquoted” by newspa­ 
pers within his own district on 
two 
other 
m ajor issues which 
have been before Congress. 
Mr. Luecke took occasion today 
to set right certain “misunder­ 
standings” over his position in the 
matter of the proposed “ pump- 
priming” legislation and the late 
reorganization bill, which he said 
were most important. 
Referring to the President’s re­ 
lief proposals, the 
Congressman 
said that it was his opinion that 
it is the duty of Congress to pro­ 
vide relief for the 12,000,000 per­ 
sons who are now on the nation’s 
relief rolls, and approved without 
reservation the various proposals 
of the President to Congress last 
week. 
While 
the reorganization bill 
died 
in 
Washington 
with 
the 
House vote. Congressman Luecke 
thinks it should be revived long 
enough in his district to clarify 
his position with his electorate. 
Luecke 
said 
that 
he 
voted 
against recommital to the com­ 
mittee, and approved the bill with 
the House 
amendments 
which 
would have provided for the elim­ 
ination of the educational provis­ 
ion, and which gave to Congress 
the power to veto any Presiden­ 
tial changes in the governmental 
agencies. 
The congressman denied having 
told newspapermen that he was 
“disappointed" over House failure 
to pass the reorganization meas 
ure. 
“If I made any such state­ 
ment,” he said, “I do not recall 
it.” 
Returning to the pump-priming 
measure, 
the 
congressman said 
that it was his opinion that the 
bill, which is of particular Inter­ 
est in his district, will meet with 
stiff opposition in Congress; but
